\T fortun'd not long fince, that Trees did 
fpcake, and locally move, and met one ano- 
sher , Their ayrie whiftlings, and foft bollow 
whifpers became Articulate founds, mutually 
intelligible, as if tothe foule of vegetation, 
the femfitive faculsies and powers of the ing 
select alfo, bad been co infufed into them: 
They traveld to flrange Countries, crofs'd Seas, made peace and 
warre, alliances and leagues, affumed names and Characters of 
diftinétion, and difcbarged' af the funttions of Rasiowall crea- 
ures. 

In the facred Oracles we read of one that difcern’d men to walke 
like Trees, but here cleane contrary, you fhall (ce Trees walke like 
men.

Pee 
But Lhave fojourn’d too long in Ampelona, i will now croffe the 
Hils to Elaiana, whence if a meridian wind bloweth, I am fure to

But ftrange it is, and indeed very ftrange.to me, that there being

For great commands elevate the mind to great thoughts, which 
being converfant with weighty, and high pajfages, the fonle is én- 
larg’d thereby; whereas inferiour States by their petty imploye 
ments and flender rewards tmpoverifh and abafe the fancy, ren-— 
dving it too narrow for bigh undertakings. Countries of conqueft 
cannot be conferu'd without continuall expence, nor their fervice 
uf'd with like affurance, fpectaly by Elaiana, So 


which canrelie no where upon meere love and fiduciary obedience, 
unleffe ic be at her owne home, where I eannot deny but fhe is exe 
emplarily loyall co her felfe in a high exact obedience, Tonchin 
other places fhe may be faid to hold them, as one fhould doe a Wolfe 
by the eares; nor will I {peake now of the crazineffe of her title to 
* many of them: So, that fheis never in perfect tranquillity abroad ; 
and fhe efteemes her felfe tobe ina manner in perfect peace, if the 
hath onely to doe with that huge Bramble of Alcharona; {0 that it 
may be hence infer’d, that the O/sve is of late yeares much degene- 
rated from) his Primitive nature, for whereas he was ufedto be the 
Embletme of peace, he now ruffleth in a continuall courfe of armes ; 
And this is the reafon I beleeve, that the drach of Olive, which at 
the beginning was the ancient cognifance of E/aiana, is turn’d of late 
yeares tothe Ragged fiaffe.

owne; And without doubre ic was a fingular bleifing from heaven, 
that che difcovery of Columbina, with the conqueft thereof, was re- 
ferv’d for her; Iref{pect her for her perpetual] profeffed feud againft 
the common enemy, That her plants never rove abroad to beare 
ataies for any ftcange Prince, whereas others receive pay, and ferve 
under the banners of Infidels, and oftentimes againft their owne na- 
turall Princes; And as for Warres, {o for Wares they go not abroad 
any where to trafficke, but into the dominions of their owne Prince, 
which makes the O/ive to have no {mall advantage of his neighbours 
upon any fudden breach.

the argument was retorted. | 


Drsina and eAmpelona interven’d to compofe thefe differences, 
but they had a fhorc anfwer of the Olive, that he needed not the. 


helpe of any, to reduce his owne fubjectsto conformity, but che 
_ oddes that were, he would referre to the Cedar his Cozen, whoas 
it feemes proving no indifferent Arbiter, Leoncsa fheltred her -felfe

enough cut him out to extinguifh that. Hereupon fhe made her — 


humble recourfe to DRur Na, whoas well for her owne fecurity 
(as the ftate of things then ftood) as mov’d with much Princely 


compaifion to fuccour the afflicted, gave her fhelter. In fo much . 


that ever fiace Draina hath ferv’d her asa -backe of fteele,and her

A long time the royall Vine made ufe of her Trees as of matches 
to fet Drsina a fire whenfoever fhe attempted any thing againft him, 
puzling her with anlucky diverfions , therefore the Vine referves to 
this day a row of them about him for his fafety. This caus’d many of 
the (Martiall Okes to make fandry fhrewd inrodes into Cardenia,{o 
farre as to bring away her Kings Captive, and make /ome of them 
breath their laft in battailes Bat now for the greater glory of Drui- 
ua, they are both isgrafted upon one focke into one body politieke, 
and receive mutual benefit from cach other, the one /appe, the other 
frength ; For by this conjunction, I hope, Drwsaa may reft fecure;

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ME Owards the hilly corners of Draina remaine yet her very

There are no where fuch huge 
ponds and freth lakes, with goodly rivers and fafe maritime harbours 
inviting forreine commerce, the foyle fat and luxurious in divers pla- 
ces, and antipatheticall to all wenemsoms creatures, as Draina her 
neighbour is to all ravenous ; Her lower region is {titr’d, and rarified 
with freth quickning windes,more frequently then other Forrefts, 
which makes her leffe fubject to contagious difeafes; fo that I bee 
leeve the faying of that E/sianian General (who being asked what 
he thought of Z#rana, anfwered , That when the ill {pirit proffer’d 
our Savsony all the Kingdomes of the earth, he verily believed he ine 
tended to have {till referv’d Lwrana for himfelfe ) proceeded rather 
from the refentment of the ill fucceffe and difgracefull repulfes he 
had there,then from any found judgment, or demerit of the Country, 
Nor can I fubfcribe to him that faid LURA NA was a good Couna 
try for them onely to live in, whe wanted a Country, that fhe 1s a frippe- 
ry of Bankersepts,who flie thither from Draina to play their after. game, 
The plants here are of a frenwous Bulke , agile and very patientof 
hardneffe, though not of labour, for the greateft fault-of this greag —

_ Now, the onely entire Head that confronts Elaiana’s greatnefie, 
and is the Remora that {tops her progrefle, is Amspelonas Therefore, 
that faying carryeth with ita great deale of Truth, and no lefle Cau- 
tion ; That the day of the ruine of AMPELOMA, u the Eeve-of the /ub- 
verfouef DRuina. Therefore, fromthe time the Olive grew to 


_ Druina would hardly be able to deale with any of the other fingle, |

To performe whjch.worke, the prime Officer of Honour Elsiane 


had by Land, was fent Ambafladour, and that in a moft high and. 
courtly manner, to prefent the newly enthroniz’d OKE with a 
Branch of Olive,the Embleme of Peace, and Elasana’s ancient Cogni~ 
fauce: Which being accepted , Draina in corref{pondence of State, 
fent her prime Officer at Sea, her Thalaffiarcha, in fach a {plendid 
equipage, that’ E/siana rings of the renowne of it, to thisday. The 
parts adjoyning to Elatana’s royall Court did fo ftraine themf{elves 
to entertaine and welcome him with his numereus Traine, that fome 
yeares paffed befere they could recover themfelves many miles 


about: for fo gratefull was his Errand, beingan Embaffie of Peace, 


and fo bitter were the refentments and fatall effects of che former 
Warre, that young and-old did blefie him as he paffed:; deeming he- 
had beene fome Angel defcended from Heaven, and that his atten- 
dants were fome kind of Seraphins., they fo admir'd their comelie 


. nefle; which did unbeguile the vulgar of the odde opinion the 


Loeyolifes had formerly infufed into them, by their concionatorie In- 
veGives, That the Drasnians, fince they left Preropoke, were tranf= 
form’d into {trange horrid fhapes; fome having Dogs heads, others.

Sach Ceremonies as thefe being mutually perform’d *twixt Drasua 
and her Confederates, and feme other domeftique Triumphs ended3 
the royall @K E (as well to exprefle his Princely acknowledgement 
for his free and peacefull reception to Drwina’s Throne, without the 
fealt motion of oppofition or murmure,whieh aftally happen at fuch

But there preceded a notable act of Princely grace: for whereas 


__ fome, out of the mations of a malevolent fpirit, and impoftumated 


hearts , had, during the former univerfall Exultations of Joy, beene 
detected, to have had a moft Treafonable and dangerous Defigne on 
foot againft the Majeftie of the Royall OKE, whereof they had 
beenc legally convicted and doom’d ; He meerely, out of his incli- 
nation to Mercy, (wherein Kings come neareft to the Almighty) fent 
a private miffive, all of his owne Characters, to. pluck them out of 
the very jawes of Death ; even then,when having made their peace 
with Heaven and Earth, the fatall xe was imminent to faZ upon 
them, and cat them quite off.

Elaiana, and manumiz’d it from that moft dangerous confederacy 
which was fermenting many yeares, weaKning it by armes, but dafhe 
ing it to pieces by wit. - : 

For his Acts of peace, he inrich’d Amspelona with a greater pro- 
portion of filke and wooll, he beautified her in many places with 
fumptuous ftructures, cut paflages ’ewixt great Navigable Rivers,and 
was like to doe the like ’cwixt Sea and Sea.

Expedi- 
tion againft Drassa, when the very Virgin newes was broughe him 
of the molt difaltrous mifcarriage of his Fleet, chat monftrous Sea Gie 
antefie, the hugeft chat ever fpread fayle upon fale water, take Bulke 


and Building together ; when all the circumftances were pundtually 


related unto him, he wasnot mov’da jot from himfelfe, but calmely 


faid, He had fent them to fight againf DRuINaA, not again the 


Deitie of Heaven. And thefe were the faddeft newes that poffibly 
could come. This having beene an Enterprize fo much ruminated ap- 


on, fo moulded and matur’d by time, with infinite expence ;-the - 


Legatitie of che Act confirmed and animated by a fpeciall Benedi@tion 
from the great Arch. Flamin, and puffed up with fucha certitude 
and infallibilisy of hopes and prefumptions, that in Petropols there 
were Bonefires already made, in joy of the Conqueft of Drwina. 
Yer, at the faidlong expected relation, there appeared notin him 
the leaft alceration or refentment in the world, for the mifcarriage of

Another time,being fhut up a whole day in his Clofet, to difpatch 
fome private inftructions for Leoxcia, about the time of her firft re.

of his coming furpriz’d, pour’d the Ink-box all over. the Writings,

The manners of the mind often follow che temper of thefe hue 
' mors, therefore in this Prince it feems, there were the fedomit and 
weakeft ftruglings amongft them that could bes A ferious referv’d 
ipeculative Prince he was, and could fee farre and neare without 
Spectacles or Profpective, and as it was faid of one of Druina’s Mo- 
narchs, he was wfed to fiand in the darke to others, but he made all the 
world to frand in the light tohim. He weuld often complaine againtt 
his Sifter of Drwina, in that fhe fomented the Ztelians his owne na- 
turall Subjects againft him, that fhe intercepted his Treafure , and 
countenanced her Captaines to rob him in ¢ ofnmbina, and all this 
without provocation as he thought, pretending that he had deferw’d 
otherwift of her, by being once the chicfeft inftrument of faving 
her life, and reftoring her to liberty, and baving an Ambaffadour re- 
fident then at her Court, when thefe traverfes of Enmity happened. 
He. was 2 great example of Prsty in his kind, and that in fo intenfo 
a degree, that he was ufed to fay, : 

If be knew the Princely plant which firft Sprang out of him did 
but brandle or hafitat in bis Religion, he wonld have his breaff rip- 
ped up, and thofe thoaghts placked ont of bim, way he would gather 
Ricks bimsfelfe to burne him. 


The caufe of the fo early fall of that Prince is a riddle to this 
houre, but one time in a gay humour he wifhed in the hearing of 
his Sire, he had Edsiawa’s Crowne upon his head but onely-one day ;

firft choughts he intended to make a Sacrifice of it to perpetuity, and: 
to conreft with the Iron Tecth of Time..’It- hath a Quadrangle for: 
every Moneth inthe Yeare: and whofcever will take an exact {ur- 

vey. of ic, muft-go above 30000 paces forward, aboutand backward, 
within. the circumference of the Walls ; and the very keys of this 


huge Edifice, poife above 1000 weight. This great (Magus being. 


feiz’d upon by the hand of Death, he faid none fhould carry him toa. 
his owne Sepulchre, meaniog that.mighry Monument, but himfelfe :. 
Where be was ne fooner come, but this huge O/sve, which flourifh’d 

fo long, (thougtt fhaken with many fhrewd ftormes ) fell, as they. 
fay, of vermiculation, being all worme-eaten within. 


The fucceeding Princely Okive, though ia profound reaches of: 


Policy-he came fhort of him, yet in Péety-he sather exceeded -him.

' Huge is that extent of ground which belongs to the perambalation 
of this large Forref#, which werc fhe entirely fubje@ tothe Cedar, 
‘would prove formidable both to the Vine,the Olsve, and the Oke 
with all other, and would be able of her felfe to make head sgainft 
that huge Gianteffe eficarona ; But Rhenwfinm being divided be« 
tween fo many abfotuce Princes, and they of about equall paiffance, 
( asa great River cut into many Channells growes weaker and fhaB. 
lower) Rhenufium ftrivesoncly to counterpoize her felfe. 

Her Trees are well timbred, tall, and beautiful, they are all com- 
monly of the nature of the Plane, or Hortenfius his graffs, whichlove 
to be watred with wine, bat they ufe not onely to be watred theres 
with, burt to be overwhelm’d and drown‘d therein, for they drinke 
often paffively, which made one afcribe unto them thefe two proper- 
ties. Tounderfiand swore then they can utter; And drinke more then 
they carvy. Andthe univerfality of this vice feems to take away the 
infamy of it; fo that whofoever is temperate there, muft needs be 
more temperate then any where elfe, for he muft be fo, per antipes 
riffafin, being {urronnded, and befieg'd asit were about with the 

contrary habit. The time was that the Cedar ftretched forth his Im- 
" periall branches as far as the Mountaines of the Moone, and that the 
| King of Birds nefted within his leaves, thicke feather’d, and with 
fulfumm’d wings faftning his Talents Eaft and Weft; but now 2 
know not by what fate or fortune *tis come to paffe, the Eagle is 
become halfe naked, agd thaCedar very thin leav’d, fo that for many 
Ages it hath beeo a kind of continuall Autamne with him, In fo 
much that whofoever will er now the Imperial] diadent, 
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~ muit have of his owne wherewith to fupport and protect it; which. 
I beleeve is one of the reafons, that ic hath continued thefe two A- | 


ac. 
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ges and more yeares in that ffem which is now fo much fpoken of, 


_and envyed in the World. And this reafon of State founds well 


why the Sepremvirare lets ic continue there fo long, becaufe this 
Race having its hereditary territories as Ramparts upon thofe re~ 
gions that the huge Eafterne Bramb/e Tyrannizeth over, ts beft able 
to preferve Rhexufinm from his Fury. 

But to know the trae caule why the Cedar hath fo long warped, 
and fallen tothis decay, I maft lead you over the hills to Bombycina, 
that great Afagazin of Wits, and Minion of Nature, where fome 
places acknowledge no other feafon but the f{pring; and they who 
abftra® Paradife fromthe Earthly Globe, would have it to be in that 
part of the Heavens which is her Canopie. 

Petropolis is the City which once awed not onely all Bombycina, 


_ but fignoriz’d over moft parts of the habitable earth, fo far, that her 


tropheys and territories were faid to know no frontiers ;, yet at firft 
the circuit of her walls was hardly a mile, and her pomeriumand per- 
qnifits adjoyning where they Rretched furtheft, {carce fix, and the 

r{t namber of her plants about 3000. Yet with time and fortune 
fhe fo {welled up, that fhe became 50 miles-about,and her Domi- 
nions above 3000 miles long; And the number of Graffs which 
{prang at one time in and about her walls, in a famons cenfe that was 
made, amountedtoabove three millions. 

Hence the Imperiall Cedar fhot our his warlike branches far and 
neare for many ages, untill the [vse cla/ping and clinging clofe about 
him, fuck’dout ofhim much of his very radicad moyfiure to vegetat 
and quicken himfelfe, fo that thofe twinings and embracements of 


the Zuse proved but as Judas kiffes, and this ’mongft many others ia _ 


one of the caufes of the Cedars decay, out of whefe ruines the Jvse

The Barke of the Prime Apoftle was. imployed to Pyracie, and his 
Keyes to.unlock che Treafuries of Princes 3; and where they could 
not doe, the Sword fhould.breake them open. But for his imagina- 
ry.Exchequer, wherein were hoorded the redundancie of good 
workes, nothing muft open that, but Keyes of maffie Gold ; Argu- 

ments were turn’d ro Armes, and Mitresto Helmets: which made 
the World, in ftead of being rectified, to runne headlong into ftrange 
obliquities of Schifme and Confufion. As much, ifnot more affiance 
and conceit of comfort began to be had in them, who once were fine _ 
ners, and but yet fuppofed Saints, then in the Saviour himfelfe : 
Vowes and Oraifons were made to them, that knew nothing of the 
heart; and amongft fuch a number of petty Deities, God was halfe 
forgotten. Dignities in Heaven, were difpot’d of on Earth ; and to 
one of their Moderne Sasnts, that place is given, which Lacifer loft. 
And the bleffed’{ft of mortall Wights, that ever breath’d the Ayre of 
this lower Region, now queftionlefie the higheft Saint in the Cele- 
ftiall Hierarchie, began to be fo impertinently importun’d , that a 
great part of Divine Liturgie was addrefs’d folely to her, in fuch a 
way that fhe queftionleffe detefts.

tivesin leffe then one yeare ; I under whofe banner that great Em- 
perour Maximilian tooke it anhonour to ferve in perfon, and re- 
ceive pay from me, and quarter his Armes with mine; E that had ~ 
the Lyonrampant of Scotlasd lately added to fillup my Scutcheon, 
and had reduc’d Jre/and, after fo many intermiffive Warres, to fuch 
a perfect paffe of obedience ; I that to the wonderment and envy of 
all the World, preferved my Dominions free, when all my neigh- 
bour Countries werea fire ; I that did fo wonderfully flourifh and 
impreve in commerce domeftique and forreigne by Landand Sea 5 
I that did fo abound with bullion, with buildings, with all fore of — 
bravery that heart could with;in famme,[,that did live in that height 
of happineffe, in that affluence of elf earthly felicity, that fome 
thought I had yet remaining fome ingots of that_go/d whereof the 
firft age was made.

the Moon hath an influxious power to make impreitions upon their 
hamoars, they will be ever greedy and covereous of novilties and 
matation ; the common people will be {till common people, they . 
will fosietiae or ocher fhew what they ate, and vent their inftable 
- paflions.. And when I confider further the diftraCtions, the toffings, 
turmoylings, and tumblings of other Regions round about me, as — 
well 4s mine owne, I conclude alfo, that Kingdomes, aud States, 
and Cities, and all body politiques, are as fabject to convulfions, to. 
ealentures, and confumptions, atwell asthe frayle bodies of men, 
atid muft have an evacuation for their corrupt humours, they mult 
be phisbotomiz’d; 1 have often felt this kind of phlebotomy.

I remember there was as much wom 
dring at the demolifhing of my 600 and odde Monafferies, Naanes 
vies, and Abbies, for being held to be Hives of drones, asthere is now 
at the pulling downe of my Croffes, Organs, and Windowes ; There 
was as ninch wondering when the Pope fell bere, a4 now thas the 
Prelates are like to falls The World wondred inch when she 
Maffe was difliked, as ines wonder now che Liturgy fhould be 
diftatted ; 


diftafted ; Aad God erant chat people do not take at laft a furfeit of 


that moft divine Ordinance of preaching, for no violent thing latks 
long. And though there fhould be no fatiery in holy things, yet fuch 
is the depraved condition of man, he is naturally fueh a Changeling, 


_ that the over frequency and commonneffe of any thing, be itnever' - 
fo good, breeds in tract of time a kind of contempt in him, it breeds. 
_ ‘afulneffe and naufeoufneffe in him. 


The firft Reformation ef my Church began at Court, and fo wag 
the more feafable,and it was brought to psffe without a Warre ; The 
{cene is now orheewile, ic is farre more fanguinary and fuller of aw 
ors ; never had a Tragedy «és of more variety in fo fhort a time 3. 
there was never {uch aconfufed myfteriows civill Warre, as this, there 
was never fo many bodies of ftrength on Sea or Shore, never {uch 
choice Armesand Artillery, never fach a namerqus Cavalry on beth 
fides, never a greater eagerneffe and confidence, never {uch an am- 
phibolotis quarrell, both parties declaring them{eives for the King,. ‘ 
and makisg ufe of his nase in all their Remonftrances to juftifte. 
their actions, The affections and underflandings of the people were 
never fo confounded and pualed, not knowing where toacauicice, 
by reafon of fuchcounter-commands. One fidecalisthe refifting of 
Royall commands dopaity; the other termes /oyatty, the eppofing of 
Parliamentary Orders and Ordinances. Both parties would heve 
peace, the one would have it with Hoxoay, the other with Truth, 
(and God forbid but borh fhould go rogethcr ) but, Zusomea ringer 
Ego, in the meane time | fufber by bosh, the one taking away. whet 
the other leaves ; Infomuch that whofocver will be curious to read. 
the futare ftory of this intricate Warre (if it be pojtible ro compite 
a ftory of it) he will find himfelte much ftagger’d, and pat te a kind 
of riddle; for touching the intricacy of it, tquebing the ftrange na- 
ture, or racher che unnaturalneffe of it, it cannot be parallel’d by. any 
precedent example : for in my Chronicles I am fure no age can. 
nracch it, as I wl make it briefly appeare, by comparing tt with aM 
the Wars chat ever embroyl'd me, which I find to be of three forrs,. 
either by. the ssvsfow of Forreigners, the Jn/arvethios of my Com 


, mons, or by the confederacy of my Pecres and Princes. of my 


bloud.. 
I will norrake the afhes of Antiquity fo farre as to fpeske of that 
deluge of blond & fpilt before E would take the Rowen Legions for 
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my Garrifon; I am loth co fet downe how the Saxons ufed me, and 
how the Danes ufed Them, nor how I had one whole brave race of 
people (the Psés 1 meanc) quite extinguifhed in me, I will begin 
with the Norman expedition, and indeed to make refearches of mat- 
ters before, is but to grope inthe darke, but I have authentiqus An~- 
~ Mals and Recordsfor chings fince. The Normans came in with the 
flaughrer of neere upon fixty eight thoufand Combarants upon the 
place, a Batraile fo memorable; that the very ground which fucked 
in the bloud retaines the same of itto this day, The Dane not long 
after ftrook in to recover his right, with the facking of my fecond 
great City of Yorke, and the ficeing of her, with the flaughter of 3000 
of my children in one afternoone, yet he was fent away wichout 
his errand. In the reigne of Rufws I was made of hiscolour, red 
with bloud both by the wel andthe Secor, who loft his King AZal- 
colme in the Battaile of Alnwick, All my eight Henry's were infefled 
with lome civill broyles, except my fife Henry the greateft of them, | 
who had worke enough cat him one in France, and he plied his 
worke fo well that be put that Crowne upon his Sonnes head. All 
- my Edwards alfo had fome ssteffine infurretion or other 3 indeed 
two of my three Richards had alwaies quietneffe at home, though 
the firf did go the furthett off from me, and was longef abfent of 
any; And the rbsrd, though he came in by bloud, yet the fhore time 
of his trienniall Reigne he was without-any, and prov'd one of my 
-beft Law-givers, yet his life ended in blond. Touching my /econd 
Richard, and fecond Edward, there were never any of my Kings 
came to a more Tragique end, and the greateft ftaines in my ftory 
were the violent deaths they fulfered by the hands of their owne 
(Regicide) Subjects. The two fifer Queenes that fwayed my Scepter 
. hadalfo fome domeftique commotions; andnowmy@ HARLES ~ 
hath them to the height,in fo much that of shofe five and twenty 
Monarchs who have worne my dtadems finse the Norman entred, 
there was onely fower, véz. the forementioned Henry, and Richards, 
with Kiang JAMES {caped free from all inteftine broyles ! Ob, how — 
it torments my Soule toremember how my Barons did teare my 
bowells ! what an Ocean of bloud the two Rofes colt me before 
they were conjoyned, for during the time that was a Monfter with 
‘two heads (made fo by their divifion) I meane qurigg the time thac 
I had two Kings at once, Edward the fourth, end Henry the fixth 
| within 
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ftem, and parted with more of my {piritsthen there were {pent ig 
winning ot France. The World knowes how free and prodigall I 
have been of my bloud abroad in-divers places, I watered the Holy 
Land with much of it; Againft my Co-lflandér the Scot I had a~ 
bove twenty pitch’d Battailes, tooke many, and kil’d {ome of their 
Kings in the Field,the Flower de lyces coft me deare before I brought 
them over upon my Sword ; and the reduction of Ireland from time 
to time to civility, and co an exact rule of alleageance, walted my 


children in great numbers, I never grudg’d to venture my bloud 


this way, for I ever had glorious returnes for. it; and my Sonnes 
dicd-in the bed of honours. but for them to glut themfelves. with 
one anothers bloud ; for them to lacerate and rip up (viper-like) the 
wombe chat brought them forth, to teare the Paps that gave theta 


- fuck, can there be a greater piacle againft nature, can there be 2 


more execrable and horrid thing ? If a Rranger bad ufed. me thus

Idefire my gracious Soveraigne to 
thinke, chat it was never held inglorious or derogatory for a King to 
be guided and -fteere his courfe by the compafle of his great Coun- 
cell, and to make his underftanding defcend and condefcend to their 
advice ; nor was it ever held difhonourable for Subjects to yeild and 
bow to their King (to be Wsdowes, not Oakes) and if any miftaké 
fhould happen, to take 1t upon themfelves, rather than any fhoald re- 
fiectupon their Soveraigne.
